La Mesa, Miguelito and El Camino 
Closing of three schools recommended

A committee of elementary school 
principals has recommended the closing 
of La Mesa and Miguelito Schools 
because of declining enrollment, and has 
pointed a finger at Kl ('ammo School 
because it exceeds federal guidelines for 
minority enrollment 
Those recommendations and others 
were handed to Asst 
Supt 
Alice 
Milligan Monday, the Record learned to­ 
day Bloom told the school board recent ­ 
ly that he would have a firm recommen­ 
dation on school closings shortly after 
the first of the year Neither of the ad­ 
ministrators could be reached for com­ 
ment on the reports this morning 


La Mesa School in Vandenberg Village 
has been a pnme candidate for closing 
since the school board began to worry 
about the loss of a few thousand students 
since the peak years of the late 1960s 
The school figured in the recommenda 
tions for closing as spelled out by the 
Williams Report two years ago and has 
been the smallest school in the district 
since that time The school had 721 stu­ 
dents on the 10th day of the school year in 
September, and the bulk of the popula­ 
tion. or 128 students, was in grades four, 
five and six. 
Miguelito School had 238 regular stu­ 
dents on the 10th day of school, plus 
about 76 honors students, the latter 
bused in from various areas. 


Miguelito is the newest of the district’s 
elementary schools and never fulfilled 
the enrollment expectations that spurred 
construction of the school in the first 
place 
El Camino is another matter One 
source told this reporter the committee 
of principals recommended that the 
school be closed and its student popula­ 
tion of 403 shifted to La Panada, Ruth or 
Fillmore Schools The source said the 
school now exceeds federal guideline*- 
for minority enrollment Last May. for 
example. 31 7 per cent of the enroliment 
was of Spanish surname and it present n 
is about 32 per cent of that type of enroll­ 
ment Federal guidelines say a school 
must bus to achieve racial equality if it 


exceeds the districtw ide m inority 
percentage bv 15 per cent The district 
has 10 per cent Spanish surname stu 
dents — a fact that puts El ('amino 
School seven percentage points above 
the guideline 
The source told this reporter that the 
closing would achieve two goals balance 
the racial minority question without the 
need to bus and aid in the adjustment of 
enrollments in nearby schools 
One recommendation that was killed 
in the discussions of the principals, ac­ 
cording to incomplete information, was 
to close the district’s two junior high 
schools and absorb the students in new 
configurations of kindergarten to eighth 
grade schools

One source indicated that two prin­ 
cipal^ might be re assigned back to the 
classroom It was not clear who these 
would be Sonja Yates principal of La 
Mesa School and the district’s onlv 


female principal, was assigned to her 
post last year after serving Crestview 
School as a reading specialist 


Henry Gallma principal of Miguelito 
School previously served as an assistant 
curriculum coordinator along with his 
administration of Miguelito 


The closing of sc hools is an explosive 
issue but an issue that the school board 
knows it has to tackle In the peak years 
of the late 1960s. the district had a little 
more than 14 000 students, latest figures 
show the student population has declined 
to a little less than 11.000 students The 
decline has been attributed to cutbacks

New Village subdivision protested

Reports of school buses speeding on 
narrow, curving St. Andrews Way in 
Vandenberg Village got the attention of 
the County Planning Commission 
Wednesday. 
The commission heard about the 
school buses from Bob Lee. new resident 
of the area, as Lee and other St Andrews 
Way homeowners appeared before the 
planners to protest plans of Vandenberg 
Village Development Co to subdivide 
49.6 acres into 49 additional residential 
lots at the northwest terminus of St. 
Andrews Way 
The commission by a 6-3 vote recom­ 
mended approval of the tentative map of 
the tract 
Meanwhile. Commissioner Robert 
Lilley urged Lee to get the numbers of 


any other school buses Lee spotted as ex­ 
ceeding the 25-mile speed limit on the 
rural road and report to the school 
authorities. 
County Transportation 
Department 
aide Evan Pickett in a report requested 
of him as to accidents on St. Andrews 
Way in recent years, said there were 
few. but one did involve a school bus and 
was a non-iniurv mishao 
Lee and other area residents, including 
Diane Cole, complained to the commis­ 
sion the additional tract shouldn’t be 
built as it would add to traffic problems 
on the road, and proliferate danger of 
brush fires 
Poor quality water was 
another complaint of the group of critics 
which has persistently fought the 
development proposed by William Eb- 
bert 
Possibility that the tract site is on un­ 


stable soil will be more thoroughly in­ 
vestigated. 
Public Works official 
Wendell Nichols told the commission 
This determination as to soil suitability 
will be made before the tract map is 
recorded 
Conditions of approval include chip 
sealing of an emergency fire road off 
Oak Hill Dr to St Andrews Way 
The County Transportation Depart­ 
ment maintains St Andrews Way can 
handle three times its current traffic 
burden, but Dianne Cole said she shud­ 
dered to think of perhaps 100 more cars 
on that road." She said children were the 
chief ones endangered 
Commissioners Mary Looker. Charis 
Bratt and Zita Nielsen agreed with 
protesting homeowners in the area that 
another tract there would create future 
problems of magnitude 


policy to Peking 


PEKING (UPI) - President Ford and 
his Chinese hosts today declared 
American-Chinese relations sound and 
"full of vitality." and the United States 
even hinted it might eventually change 
its Taiwan policy in favor of Peking. 
China, in turn, backed up acting 
P rem ier Teng H siaoping’s warm 
farewell to Ford with one concrete ac­ 
tion. It gave Ford detailed information 
on seven deceased U S military men 
who have been listed missing in In­ 
dochina action for years 
The Chinese long had ignored U.S. 
requests for aid in pressing Hanoi for 
MIA information. Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger said they had finally 
provided ‘‘detailed information 
on 
these seven — presumably Vietnam war 
victims — during Ford’s visit. He gave 
no other details. 
Kissinger also hinted the administra­ 
tion is considering an eventual change in 
Taiwan policy which, as he described it. 
would virtually reverse U.S. relations 
with both Peking and the Nationalist 
island government. He said, without 
elaboration. Washington might "work 
out" a new relationship with Taiwan "on 
the Japanese model over a period of 
tim e." 
He did not say so. but Japan es­ 
tablished full diplomatic relations with 
Peking in 1972. broke relations with 
Taiwan and maintained only a trading of­ 
fice there. 
Ford and Teng. meanwhile, boosted 
the significance of Ford’s visit in glow­ 
ing — but general — terms that avoided 
any mention of specific problems or 
specific areas of agreement. 


In farewell champagne toasts and out 
in public. Ford and Teng closed ranks on 
the President’s last full day in China and 
called his visit a diplomatic success that 
strengthens ties and sets a comfortable 
"new style" of discreet secrecy. 
"We are all very happy about the fact 
that both sides are setting a new style 
this time." Teng said at the start of his 
last formal talks with Ford this morning 
"That is. we don’t think we are com­ 
pelled to issue a communique.” 


Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
backed up their assessments, saying 
Ford’s long meeting with Mao Tse-tung 
was "much more detailed and much 
w arm er” than the one President 
Richard M Nixon had in 1972. 
He said relations clearly have im­ 
proved. reg ard less of skepticism 
prompted by the lack of reportable 
progress on concrete issues. 


Diplomats said the failure to agree 
upon a communique shows the two sides 
made no real advances in resolving dis­ 
agreements over U.S.-Soviet detente or 
America’s Taiwan policy. 


But Ford and Teng declared that ac­ 
tions speak louder than words. They said 
no official tally sheet — no "superficial” 
communique — was needed to prove the 
value of Ford's visit. 


Teng made no mention whatever of the 
detente issue that so angers the Chinese, 
and U S diplomats noted with delight it 
was the first time in one year that any 
Chinese official had skipped a chance to 
blast the Soviets in a dinner toast. 


House refuses to remove 
real estate tax shelters 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House, 
on a vote of 226 to 192. refused today to go 
along with liberal reformers in eliminat­ 
ing tax shelters in the real estate in­ 
dustry. 
But the congressmen did drop on a 379 
to 27 vote a provision in the overall tax 
revision bill which could have meant a 
$15 million tax refund for Texas million- 
naire H Ross Perot 
The bill seemed assured of House pas­ 
sage and of Senate action — at least on 
the tax cuts — in time to prevent tax 
withholding rates from rising for almost 
every taxpayer when 1975’s tax cuts ex­ 
pire Jan. 1. 
The question of whether to tighten the 
real estate tax shelter curbs already in 
the bill was one of the hardest fought of 
the five liberal "reform” amendments 
offered on the House floor 
Under the bill as written, real estate 
developers could not claim deductions 
against nonreal estate income for ar­ 
tificial losses — such as property taxes 
paid while a building was being con­ 
structed — until the property began 
producing income 
The liberal amendment, offered by 
Rep. Abner Mikva, D-Ill., would have 
gone one step further and said that the 


tax shelter curbs would apply on each 
real estate property separately, and that 
developers could not offset income from 
one property with artificial losses from 
another property. 
The overwhelming vote to delete the 
so-called "Perot amendment” came 
despite assurances from Perot that he 
would not object to being deleted by 
name from its provisions and despite 
assurances from its sponsors that it was 
merely good tax law that would give in­ 
dividuals the same benefits enjoyed by 
business. 
At issue was a provision written by the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
which would allow individuals to average 
capital losses in excess of $30,000 against 
capital gains in the three previous years. 
A capital gain or loss comes from the 
sale of an asset such as stocks or 
property. 
Making the provision retroactive to 
losses in 1974 would benefit those who — 
like Perot — suffered severe reverses in 
the stock market. The Wall Street Jour­ 
nal reported that Perot could gain up to 
$15 million from the provision. 
The amendment was the first of five 
proposed by liberals to strengthen the 
reform provisions of the bill 


The measurements are expected to 
reveal how those features are affected

FPC says there'll be no 
winter power shortages 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - There won’t 
be any electrical power shortages this 
winter because there is ample reserve 
generating capacity, the Federal Power 
Commission says 
But the agency warned Americans 
must continue to conserve energy 
The annual w inter electric load 
forecast Wednesday said. "Although 
electric energy supply does not appear 
likely to present a major problem in the 
1975-76 winter, it could become critical 


in a few years because of delays in con­ 
struction of nuclear plant-' now under 
construction and the expected suture 
tightening of fossil fuel supplies 
If electric load growth returns to 
historic rates, the energy supply 
problems will become even more dif­ 
ficult." the report said 
The FPC estimated the winter's peak 
load will be 329 157 m egaw atts and that 
dependable resources 
of electricity 
total 477 919 megawatts

until peaking at 1 8 per cent in October 
Prices received by farmers had drop­

In November, they dropped 1 2 per cent 
The Bureau of laibor Statistics said 
that unusually large declines in prices 
for vegetables, oil seeds and hogs led the 
drop (iram prices, reflecting a record

The Netherlands 
(UPI) — South M oluccan 
terrorists today shot one of 38 
hostages they are holding in a 
hijacked train in retaliation for 
a Dutch refusal to bow to their 
demands, 
Another Moluccan band se­ 
ized 25 hostages in a raid on the 
In d o n e sia n c o n s u la te in 
Amsterdam 
Prime Minister Joop Den Uyl 
said in a special television 
broadcast: “ It is clear, I think, 
there are connections between 
the hostage incidents in Beilen 
and Amsterdam.’' 
“ I am very pessimistic about 
the possibility of solving the 
two Moluccan actions without 
using force," the Prime Minis­ 
ter said, “ but (we will) try as 
long as possible to solve the 
m atters by peaceful means." 
Police said the gunmen, 
holding the hostages in a train 
they seized outside this town 
three days ago. shot a man in 
the doorway of a coach shortly 
after a mediator had informed 
them of the Dutch govern­ 
ment’s refusal to meet their de­ 
mands. 


After the shooting the hijack­ 
ers—South Moluccans who have 
been demanding independence 
of their southeast Asian islands 
from Indonesia-delivered a 
new set of demands. 
The hijackers asked for a 
getaway bus and aircraft, five 
state railway signal lamps, 10 
flashlights, 
plus food and 
medication. The negotiators 
said the gunmen expected him 
to return by 5p m (8 a m PST) 
with answers to their main de­ 
mands 
In Amsterdam another band 
of gunmen, also indentified as 
Moluccans, burst into the In­ 
donesian consulate and seized 
25 h o stag es, including 10 
children, an Indonesian spokes­ 
man said 
The embassy spokesman said 
the raiders demanded a plane. 
At Amsterdam’s Schiphol air­ 
port the offices of the Garuda 
Indonesian Airlines were im­ 
m ediately put under extra 
police guard. 
In The Hague police cordoned 
off streets around the Indone­ 
sian Embassy to frustrate any 
similar raid 


People in buildings next to 
the Amsterdam consulate re­ 
ported they heard shooting 
after the raiders burst into the 
consulate 
Police armed with rifles took 
up positions on balconies of 
buildings across the street from 
the consulate, some of them 
taking cover behind a cupboard 
they had pushed onto the 
balcony, eyewitnesses said 
The gunmen who have been 
holding the train since Tuesday 
had first set a noon deadline, 
but a m ediator told them 
‘authorities had decided their 
demands could not be met, 
justice ministry spokeswoman 
Toos Faber said 
At 12 40 p m. a door on the 
front car of the two-car train 
opened. Police watching the 
train from a distance of about 
350 yards saw a man appearing 
in the door and being shot. 
He fell down by the track, 
police reported. It could not im­ 
m ed iately 
be estab lish ed 
whether he had been killed The 
shooting was also witnessed by 
police from a plane hovering 
over the scene.

Inept bank 
bandits shot 
by police 


PARIS (UPI) - Two bun­ 
gling bandits who couldn’t even 
drive their own getaway car 
were shot by police today when 
they got stuck in a traffic jam 
minutes after fleeing a bank 
where they held 30 hostages in 
exchange for a $2 2 million ran­ 
som 
Police killed one of the rob­ 
bers, freed their two female 
captives and recovered the 
money in a shootout near the 
crowded Champs Elvsees. The 
other bandit was wounded in a 
hail of gunfire 
The robbers’ flight came to 
an end less than two miles and 
three minutes from the Credit 
Lyonnais bank, where they held 
30 employes and customers at 
gunpoint for 13 hours Wednes­ 
day.

FBI 'political abuse' 
over 30 years cited 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Political abuse of the FBI dates 
back at least to the administra­ 
tion of Franklin Roosevelt, ac­ 
cording to the staff of the 
Senate intelligence committee 
A 16-page staff report and a 
three-inch-thick bundle of ex­ 
hibits released W ednesday 
cited examples under Presi­ 
d e n t s R o o s e v e l t , 
H a r r y 
Truman. Dwight Eisenhower. 
John Kennedy. Lyndon Johnson 
and Richard Nixon 
The committee also heard 
testim ony that the late At­ 
torney General Robert Ken­ 
nedy authorized a “ trial 
telephone tap on Martin Luther 
King Jr in 1963 under pressure 
from the FBI, which feared the 
civil rights leader was in­ 
fluenced by Communists 
Courtney Evans, former as­ 
sistant FBI director in charge 
of the Special Investigating 
Division, said the authorization 
was for only 30 days. But 
evidence obtained earlier by 
the committee showed the FBI 
bugged, wiretapped and tried to 
intimidate King until his assas­ 
sination in 1968 
The staff report said “ politi­ 
cal abuse of the FBI and by the 
FBI has extended over the 
years through administrations 
of both parties” and cited these 
examples: 
— R oosevelt asked FBI 
Director J 
Edgar Hoover to 
run “name checks' on scores of 
p e r s o n s 
who 
w r o t e 
or 
telegraphed the White House in 
1940 protesting his defense and 
other policies 
Hoover com­ 
plied Roosevelt also had the 
homes of his closest aides 
bugged to pick up their conver­ 
sations 
— When Truman became 
president 
after 
Roosevelt’s 
death April 
12, 1945. his 
military aide. Maj Gen Harry 
Vaughan, provided transcripts 
of the wiretaps on Roosevelt's 
aides. “ I don't have time for 
that foolishness.’’ Truman was 


quoted as saying But Truman, 
according to the documents, 
“received regular letters from 
Hoover labeled 
personal and 
confidential' and containing tid­ 
bits of political intelligence 
— Eisenhower asked Hoover 
in 1956 to brief the Cabinet on 
racial tension and apparently 
didn’t object when he received 
“ a report not only on incidents 
of violence, but also on the ac­ 
tivities of seven governors and 
congressmen in groups oppos­ 
ing integration ’’ 


— Johnson asked for and got 
“ name check” reports on at 
least seven reporters and also 
an investigation of 13 employes 
of Sen 
Barry Goldwater. R- 
Ariz 


— Nixon went after corre­ 
spondents and others on his 
“enemies list ” His abuse of the 
FBI was chronicled in the 
Watergate hearings which 
forced his resignation last year

Reynolds at the same time 
said he is proposing a higher fee 
schedule for environmental 
review work by the county as a 
means of recovering more of 
the county costs involved in 
such work. and to help finance a 
needed new environm ental 
specialist position 
His statements came at a 
time when Supervisor Robert 
E Kallman continued with an 
inquiry into the a ffa irs of 
Reynolds’ office, as to the need 
for appeal procedures, and pos­ 
sible reduction of Reynolds’ 
staff Kallman also said it was 
“alleged'’ that many OEQ staf­ 
fers were spending much time 
attending out-of-county con­ 
ferences possibly adding to the 
backlog of cases in OEQ 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D Johnson and Reynolds 
agreed that added help was 
needed at this time to handle a 
backlog which could mean 
future applicants could face a 
six-month wait in having en­ 
vironmental 
reviews proces­ 
sed 


Johnson conceded that OEQ 
staffers have had to handle con­ 
siderable added work on behalf 
of the Local Agency Formation 
Commission which is assessing 
impacts of cityhood proposals 
for Solvang and other com­ 
munities 


As for higher fees, which 
Reynolds said seems justified 
to put this county on a level 
with other comparable coun­ 
ties, the proposed new schedule 
would raise the fee for negative 
impact declarations by appli­ 
cants from $125 to $200. 
Minimum Environmental Im­ 
pact Reports handled by OEQ 
would have a minimum of 
$1,500 instead of the current 
$850. with $500 for Mini-EIRs 
in place the current $250 Other 
fees in connection with work 
done by staffers working with 
outside consultants preparing 
EIRs for private applicants 
would also be raised to match 
actual county costs, he said. 


Reynolds said he has already 
relinquished one clerical posi­ 
tion in his office recently. He 
declared that while staff time 
has been spent attending ses­ 
sions of state agencies asking 
for input from his department, 
he feels that he w ill still need 
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the additional post even when 
the out-of-county trips diminish 
soon. 


Staff often has waived ND 
requirements, said Reynolds, in 
projects considered as too 
m in o r fo r e n v iro n m e n ta l 
r e v i e w . 
K a l l m a n 
had 
questioned the need for the 
higher ND fee as being unfair to 
applicants of modest means 
with minor projects. 


Reynolds said his staff has 


cooperated with state agencies 
to help streamline state and 
county requirements 


Reynolds told Kallman that 
he felt his office could consider 
the use of a "sliding fee scale” 
for negative declarations, in 
consideration of the wide 
variety of projects coming un­ 
der this category. County 
supervisors have delayed action 
on Reynolds’ requests pending 
submission of such a scale 


Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, 
learning from Reynolds that the 
OEQ office workload currently 
from the north county con­ 
stitutes about 53 per cent of the 
entire office load, said he felt 
the environmental office should 
consider having at least one 
staffer posted in the north 
county 
"I am looking at having a 


person spending two or three 
days a week in north county 
areas," responded Reynolds 
"The problem is that all our 
records and maps are in the 
Santa Barbara office. We are 
also considering batching our 
hearings, so that one Thursday 
we have South Coast cases and 
the next week have north 
county cases.”

For holiday fare or any time are the recipes offered by Mrs Richmond C. 
Carl of Mission Hills who finds them favorites. With one substitution, the 
following is a delicious way to use leftover turkey. 


Curry Ham Casserole 
1 8 07. pkg noodles (medium width) 
112 cups diced ham 
1 cup shredded cheddar cheese 
1 can cream of chicken soup 


»2 cup milk 
4 tsp. powdered curry 
Cook noodles in salted water until tender. Drain Combine soup, milk and 
curry in a saucepan and warm slightly. Put noodles, ham and all but *4 cup of 
the cheese in a casserole Pour soup mixture over noodles and mix well. Top 
with remaining cheese and bake at 350 degrees for about 20 minutes. 
Chicken or turkey can be substituted for the ham Mrs. Carl makes her own 
noodles but the original recipe from a market pamphlet calls for packaged. 


Sour Cream Enchiladas 
Ahead of time prepare; 
2 bunches green onions and tops, chopped 
1 lb Jack cheese 
1 lb cheddar cheese 
Grate cheeses and mix together 
In a saucepan heat (not hot but warm): 
2 cans cream of chicken soup 
1 4 0/ can chopped olives 
4 pt commercial sour cream 
While this is heating and staying warm on the stove, heat 14 doz. tortillas so 
they can be rolled without tearing. (Heat them in a small amount of oil. blot 
them and stack on plate Add a little oil as you go along if needed.) 
In a 13x9x2 pan, dip a tbsp or two of the sauce and spread over bottom of pan 
(just to keep tortillas from being dry on bottom) Take a tortilla, dip scant 
spoon of sauce and spread in tortilla, top with pinch of onions, then with pinch 
of cheese Roll up and place in pan Continue until all are side by side in pan 
Top with rest of sauce, then with rest of onions, then rest of cheese Bake in 350 
degree oven for 20-25 minutes 1MO can be used in place of sour cream for less 
calorie count 


Cookie sheet cake 
This recipe found its way from Illinois through a friend’s aunt who lives in 
the Midwest It has proved popular within her circle 
2 cups sugar 
2 cups flour 
4 tsp salt 
1 cup water 
1 cup margarine 
3 tbsp cocoa 
2 eggs

Persimmon Cookies 
Pearl (Mrs Gus) Bromser shares her recipe for a special dessert treat for 
those with access to persimmons. They are currently available in tjie markets 
1 cup persimmon pulp 
1 cup nuts chopped fine (walnuts) 
1 cup raisins 
1 cup brown or white sugar 
4 cup butter or Crisco 
1 tsp soda dissolved in persimmon pulp 
2 cups flour 
4 tsp. each, cloves, nutmeg and salt 
1 tsp cinnamon 
1 egg 
Add baking soda to persimmon pulp; cream Crisco and sguar, beat in egg. 
add pulp Add sifted dry ingredients and mix well. Stir in nuts and raisins.

Agreement on the two issues 
involving the Carmen was 
characterized by negotiators as 
a major step towards settle­ 
ment of a new contract The un­ 
ions already have indicated 
they will accept a wage settle­ 
ment similar to one negotiated 
earlier this year by other rail 
unions 
Federal mediation chief W J 
Usery Jr. pleaded for a brief 
recess in the marathon talks 


but union leaders wanted to 
press ahead 
Usery said Yost had assured 
him the shop craft employes 
would not walk off their jobs at 
fi a m "as long as good faith 
negotiations are going on 
In 
exchange. Userv said he as­

"They’ve stuck it out for so 
long and now they’ve got to get 
out of there," a patrol sergeant 
said. "Their food supplies are 
running low or out. and water 
supplies are contaminated " 
Two hundred head of cattle 
foundered and drowned in high 
floodwaters that engulfed a 
farm on Cockerham Island near 
Hamilton, Wash.. 
The worst flooding was in 
Washington’s King. Snohomish, 


Skagit, Whatcom and Grays 
Harbor counties, where rivers 
were so high that some measur­ 
ing devices gave out 
Eight to ten feet of water sl­

Try clamming, suggests the State 
Department of Fish and Game You 
don't have to be an expert to dig 
your limit. and the sun and the moon 
get together each year during 
December and the first few days of 
January to produce the best series 
of low tides a requirement for suc­ 
cessful clam digging of the entire 
year 
Clams, whether steamed, baked, 
deviled, roasted, served with 
linguim or chopped up for chowder 
are considered by many holiday 
season gourmets to be among 
nature's tastiest offerings Not only 
are they high in vitamins and other 
nutritional assets, they are lower in 
calories than many of the foods 
served on holiday season menus 
Furthermore, the exercise in­ 
volved in digging a limit of Ptsmos. 


gapers or littlenecks will help of­ 
fset the hours of inactivity you may 
he spending in front of your televi­ 
sion set during the football bowl 
game season. 
The requirements for clam digg­ 
ing are few. the DFG points out 
You’ll need a fishing license, some 
information about low tides, a digg­ 
ing tool of some sort to help you find 
the clams, a measuring device and 
an hour or so of spare time. 
Fishing licenses and copies of the 
regulations on sizes and limits are 
available at most sporting goods 
stores and bait shops, and many of 
these places also will sell or rent 
digging tools and m easuring 
devices 
Tables showing when the low tides 
occur usually can be obtained from 
bait shops along the coast, and many 
newspapers, including this one.

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Prison cell 
kept Lyle

NEW YORK (U PI) - He wasn’t what 
you’d call a bad sort. He was polite, 
cooperative and considerate, the kind of 
guy who always helped blind men and lit­ 
tle old ladies cross the street. 
They got him on Murder One though 
because one day he became so annoyed 
over his wife having a few friendly gin- 
and-tonics with another gentleman that 
he went to his house, pulled out the .32 he 
kept in his dresser drawer, waited 
patiently and pumped a couple of bullet 
holes in her stomach when she came 
back home. 
She was dead when the cops arrived 
and he was deeply agitated when I 
visited him in the lock-up. They hadn’t 
been especially fussy and had thrown 
him in with some mental defectives. 
“I can’t stand it in here. I’m goin’ 
crazy,” he said to me in great anguish 
through the thick mesh screen between 
us. “What can I do? What should I do*>" 
“ Push-ups.” I told him “They won’t 
help your mind, but they’ll kill time.” 
That prison visit comes back now when 
I hear Ronnie Lyle is all set to fight 
George Foreman in Las Vegas the 24th 
of January. 
The fight excites you terribly, doesn’t 
it? 
Me. too. I can hardly wait. 
This isn’t a match made in heaven. It 
was made in Denver, and the reason it 
brings back the memory of that guy and 
the push-ups is because Lyle may be the 
undisputed push-up champion of the 
world and the place he perfected his 
technique was in prison. He does push­ 
ups in sets of one hundred, anytime, 
anyplace. Ali isn’t in the same league 
with him, much less in the same gym, 
when it comes to push-ups 
The whole thing goes back to when 
Lyle was serving time for murder at 
Colorado State Prison. He was stabbed 
by another inmate one day during an 
argument which broke out in the prison 
laundry and carved up so badly. He lost 
Harter blamed

Writing nasty 
comments (to the NCAA) about bad calls 
won’t help.”

When the game ended, Harter called it

picketing bill previously, and 
are nonetheless disappointed 
that both the House and Senate 
have chosen to support the 
measure. It now rests with 
[’resident Ford to either ap­ 
prove or veto the bill. 
We believe, and have so 
stated, that the ability for con­ 
struction site workers, or any 
union organized workers for 
that matter, to mount a secon­ 
dary boycott is a direct threat 
to the whole idea of free 
enterprise. Indeed, what can 
the future of the independent 
c o n tra c to r be if unions, 
through this bill, have the 
power to shut down any job 
because non-union craftsmen 
are employed on the site? 
Oblivion is the answer, and we 
feel there is already a shor­ 
tage of true craftsmen on the 
scene, partly because of exact­ 


ly this type pressure. 
While Congressman Robert 
L a g o m a r s i n o 
has 
voted 
against passage of the bill in 
the House of Representatives, 
Senators Cranston and Tunney 
chose to support both the end 
of a filibuster against the 
measure and the m easure 
itself when it came before the 
Senate. We think it’s unfor­ 
tunate they have taken that 
stand, and hope, were a veto 
forthcoming, that they might 
change their minds about the 
bill and support Ford’s veto. 
Unions in America have 
often times been the scapegoat 
for a variety of economic and 
political problems. Too many 
times, perhaps, they are 
blamed unjustly. However, to 
give the building trades this 
stranglehold on an entire in­ 
dustry goes beyond good 
sense, and will probably be the 
harbinger of similar laws in 
other areas of organized labor.

Memories of Winchell 


WASHINGTON - When W alter 
Winchell died in 1972. he left behind a 
c o lle c tio n of la s t g rip e s and 
reminiseenses. These have just been 
published by Prentice-Hall. 
“Winchell Exclusive.” as the book is 
called, recalled for me one of the un­ 
forgettable characters of my early 
muckraking years. 
Winchell was a New 
York City urchin, on 
his own at 13. By 19. he 
was a song-and-dance 
man on the Orpheum 
circuit. He entered 
“newspapering” as an 
i n d e f a t i g a b l e ad 
salesman and collec­ 
tor of show biz items 
for an obscure Tin Pan 
Alley rag 
Out of it all — the 
clickety-clack of iron 
wheels on endless rails, the one-night 
stands on a thousand Main Streets, the 
tense, terse pace of Manhattan and its 
gladiators — Winchell got into his bones 
an instinct for the rhythm, the sense of 
expectancy, the titillations and gut in­ 
terests that moved America during the 
second third of this century 
He carved out for himself a beat at 
which the threats of mass interest in­ 
tersected 
Broadway, 
Hollywood, 
Gangland, G-men, spies, night club 
“souse-iety” and the emotional fever 
zones of national politics — FDR. an­ 
ti Hitlerism. anticommunism. 
With a dot. dot, dot to separate sub­ 
jects. he would dash from international 
cataclysms to trivial gossip, he knew 
that there were millions out there who 
really wanted to know that Mr and Mrs. 
so and-so w ere “ infanticipating” 
cataclysms to trivial gossip; he knew 
that there were millions out there who 
really wanted to know that Mr and Mrs 
so-and-so were “infanticipating.” 


To this beat he brought a new style, a 
staccato delivery, yet a voice so ar­ 
tistically honed as to be able instantly to 
shift into a mellow, one-on-one intimacy 


To hit his frantic pace, he coined new 
words; “ debutram p.” “ playbore,” 
“swelegant.” “Chicagorilla.” And he 
created an image he never tired of play­ 
ing — the brash, shirt-sleeved, cigarette- 
drooping, hat-pushed back. Front Page 
newshark. pounding a telegraph key. 
racing the clock 


When things got dull at the Stork Club 
around 4 a m . he would prowl the streets 
in his car. tracking the calls on his 
special police radio. The echo of the 
siren was in his phrases Above all. he 
gave daily answers to the big question — 
"W hat’s going to happen tomorrow?” — 
which moved his generation much as 
ours turns on “What went wrong yester­ 
day?” 


Winchell and his era are put in focus by 
a fascinating introduction to the book 
written by the noted newsman and per­ 
sonality.

street-educated mind. Cuneo says, was 
narrow but almost preternaturally in­ 
cisive. 
On a chance encounter with the British 
ambassador in the days before Munich. 
WW asked: "What is Great Britain going 
to do about Hitler?" 
"We shall try to fatten the tiger 
without strengthening him.” was the 
reply. 
Winchell snorted “ I've seen some big 
tigers and some little tigers, but I’ve 
never seen a fat one." His next column 
capsuled the coming world tragedy in 
two Winchellian sentences: “ Britain will 
marry Hitler in the fall The marriage 
will blow up in a world war. 
In his heyday. Winchell is said to have 
reached 9 out of 10 Americans by radio 
and to have had 50 million readers for his 
daily columns His ego exceeded even his 
circulation 
I was once imprisoned in a taxicab for 
45 minutes with the great man; by the 
time we got out. I was almost asphyx­ 
iated from the nonstop litany of his 
triumphs over perfidious foes, his 
betrayals at the hands of ingrates, his 
prodigious benefactions to mankind. 
For all the sharpness of his instincts, 
Winchell was content to stay on the sur­ 
face of events "He was not interested in 
the story, only the headline.” Cuneo 
says. 
My m entor, Drew Pearson, was 
Walter Winchell s great rival for top 
dogdom in the radio-newspaper whirl. 
Pearson, though a fierce competitor for 
the headline, was committed to the issue 
behind it For him. the headline was just 
a skirmish in the unending battle of what 
he saw as the good cause against the bad. 
For years, the two maintained friendly 
relations, watched each other like 
respectful hawks and often collaborated, 
or as Winchell said, "patty-caked” with 
one another. 
When, in the late 1940s and early '50s. 
Pearson took on the whole snake put of 
Red-hunting demagogues, the time came 
when McCarthy and his allies ganged up 
in retribution, pushed Pearson off the 
radio and threatened to destroy him 
Drew called Winchell and asked him to 
join the battle while there was still time. 
But the headlines were coming from the 
other side then, Winchell refused and ran 
with the McCarthyites until their string 
ran out 
Cuneo. who was close to both, com­ 
pares them in an apt metaphor: Winchell 
was a racehorse. Pearson was a war 
horse But taking Winchell as he was. 
what a race horse' 
"Winchell Exclusive” recaptures the 
flavor of a time gone by. a time of 
preposterous spectacles, sizzling feuds, 
ignoble follies and noble struggles 
Walter Winchell played a part in the 
lives, and remains in the memories, of 
most of us past 40 And there were oc­ 
casional moments, as on the issues of 
world fascism and national rearmament, 
when he rose above the gossip and the 
ego. and shone as a beacon for “Mr and 
Mrs America ... and all the ships at 
sea ” 


I have had two requests since arriving 
in Lompoc to repeat a column that I ran 
in Santa Paula featuring remarks of 
Erika Meisels. district manager of the 
National Federation of Independent 
Business, before the annual convention 
of that group in Washington earlier this 
year

remarks, with liberty 
taken to anglicize 
what was termed her 
“ t y p i n g wi t h an 
Austrian accent” : 
"T he flag of our 
country is something 
very special indeed to 
all of us. To you it is 
the loved and familiar 
sight you have grown 
up with, secure in the 


knowledge that liberty and justice are 
your inalienable rights. But I was not 
born in this country and for many long 
and b itter years the thought that 
freedom existed and people could have 
rights was a dream, a faint and 
desperate hope. 


“We could not quite believe that we 
would live to see the day when we would 
not have to be afraid of an unexpected 
knock at our doors, deadly afraid to be 
noticed by someone in uniform, because 
that could have meant, and often did, to 
be whisked away, to be tortured, sent to 
concentration camp, to be killed... 
“Then, the unbelievable happened. It 
was over and one fine day we could come 
out of hiding and come together and that 
was the day when for the first time in my 
life I saw the Flag of the United States of 
America, carried ahead of a troop of 
American soldiers. 
“ As she was carried by.it dawned on us 
that the nightmare was over, that this 
was not only a dream — that we would 
live. I cannot describe to you the emo­ 
tions of that moment — the relief, the 
overhwelming gratitude. Can you un­ 
derstand that to me our flag is the sym­ 
bol of the gift of my life ... the bringer of 
freedom ...a new beginning? 
“ Every time 1 see our flag all this 
comes back to me, as vividly as if it had 
happened yesterday. 
"To you, liberty and justice are in­ 
alienable rights, but to those of us who 
had to live without them for so long they 
are a gift, the most precious of all the 
gifts the United States has given us. and 
when you have something special you 
love and cherish it. To see to it that no 
speck of dust mar its beauty, you protect 
it from careless hands. Even a costly 
jewel would soon lose its luster and look 
like a broken piece of glass if it were not 
treated with the utmost care. 
“ Freedom is a priceless jewel Yet, 
we must pay a price for it. Thomas Jef­ 
ferson said, ‘The price of liberty is 
vigilence.’ Only vigilence? That is a 
small price to pay for our highest good. I 
have seen men give their lives in the bat­ 
tle to regain our lost freedom 
“What makes the United States so dif­ 
ferent?' asked many of my friends in 
Europe when they received my 
enthusiastic letters. Right when I came 
to this country I could not answer that 
question I only knew it was different ... 
and beautiful' 
“ But I can answer that question now. 
America is so different because it is the 
country that has built into its foundation 
man s respect for man. It is this respect 
that gives each one of us the right to 
reach for the achievement of our fullest 
potential 
“What this means reveals itself best 
by contrast Step back for a moment and 
look at this continent as it was only 200 
short years ago (in historical terms. 200 
years is a short time indeed): a huge un­ 
tamed continent, and in this short span of 
years the principle of freedom has built 
the world's strongest economy, the most 
advanced and advancing science and 
technology, the highest living standard, 
and todav the United States of America 


can produce enough food to feed almost 
half the world. 
“The respect for each man’s ability, to 
know what he can do best and let him do 
it — free enterprise has built all this. 
"Free enterprise — the men and 
women with ‘impossible dreams’ and 
with enough courage, discipline and 
determination to go to work and make 
these dreams possible. But free 
enterprise is even more than the ac­ 
complishment of what was believed im­ 
possible. Free enterprise is the very cor­ 
nerstone of all freedom. Only where man 
can create his own livelihood in­ 
dependently can he be truly free in his 
thoughts, his words, his actions. And 
nowhere in the world is enterprise as 
free and independent as in the United 
States of America. 


"Yet in our increasingly complex 
world of interdependence it becomes 
ever more important that the voice of 
free enterprise be heard. Your ac­ 
complishments speak for themselves 
and are benefiting all of us. The great 
discussion that is democracy can only be 
at its best when free enterprise is a part 
of it in word as well as deed

Perhaps you'd like to hear a new twist 
to the story about liquor sales to 
“minors." 
Having lived in a more liberally 
governed state for two years before mov­ 
ing to California with my husband, I was 
considered to be an adult at ages 18 and 
19. with the right to hold down responsi­ 
ble jobs, vote, sign contracts, marry, 
take on parenthood and buy liquor. I ex­ 
ercised with enjoyment these rights but 
took seriously the concurrent respon­ 
sibilities. 
Chagrin and embarrassment were my 
reactions here when I found I could no 
longer enjoy wine, beer or cocktails with 
my husband and friends. 
No one in California needs to be told 
that the state drinking age is 21 But how 
many of us know why9 I do not. I feel the 
United States would be more "united” if 
this disparity between the various state- 
imposed drinking ages were ironed out 
In my mind, the state government is 
fooling itself in thinking its law prevents 
the consumption of alcoholic beverages 
by 18-, 19- and 20-vear-olds. Indeed, such 
a law seems to impart a false aura of 
adultness, desirability and glamour to 
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liquor use. Young people resort to buying 
through friends or even driving to the 
state line when possible to "beat” this 
law. 
Perhaps a law could be passed allow­ 
ing the sale of beer and wine to 18-year- 
olds. (The law already makes a distinc­ 
tion between hard liquor and these 
products in the meting out of sales 
licenses.) 
The California drinking age is no 
longer my problem, as I've turned 21. 
What magical transformation supposed­ 
ly took place on my birthday? I’ve been 
an adult in every other sense of the word 
for three years! 
If I’d purchased a bottle of wine 
yesterday, perhaps to enhance a holiday 
dinner, the liquor store conceivably 
could have faced a $500 fine and the loss 
of its license. Does the state government 
also believe in treating d hangnail with 
an ax?

Stull Act 
amendments 


The Stull Act mandates an evaluation 
program for teachers to determine if 
their classroom procedures and perfor­ 
mance are effectively imparting 
knowledge to students. Colloquially 
those in education call it the education 
accountability act 


A committee in Lompoc Unified 
School District has 
completed an i m ­ 
plementation 
report, 
product of about a 
year’s work, and the 
m a c h i n e r y 
for 
evaluating teachers is 
under way. 


Now come som e 
amendments by Stull 
himself that are in­ 
tended, I presume, to 
smoo th out s om e 
rough spots in the Act. 
Gov Brown signed the 
amendment legislation on Sept. 30 of this 
year. 


The law embodying the amendments 
includes some interesting points. For ex­ 
ample. the appointees of the school 
board and the employe on the three- 
member Commission on Professional 
Competence, must have valid teaching 
credentials That was one of the con­ 
cerns of teachers prior to enactment of 
the Stull Act. Teachers wanted in the 
final analysis to be judged by some of 
their own kind, rather than by politicians 
or others outside the teaching discipline. 


The amendments also include some 
crucial requirements on “discovery," 
that go a long way toward setting ap­ 
peals within the framework and dis­ 
cipline of the legal profession. 


“Discovery,” for those who don’t know 
is the word given to the process of 
revealing information that will be 
presented by one side or another at an 
appeal hearing. Under rights of dis­ 
covery, one side or another can receive 
material being prepared by the other 
side. Readers may recall that in the re­ 
cent Lynne Fromme case, the prosecu­ 
tion incurred the wrath of the judge for 
not revealing a remark by a witness to 
the incident involving an attempt on 
President Ford’s life. 


Rights of discovery are important in a 
legal sense. So is the requirement that a 
witness be under oath. This reporter 
recalls a case some years ago involving 
the attempted dismissal of the recrea­ 
tion director of a water district. Under 
rights of discovery invoked by the at­ 
torney for the man who was under fire, 
the water district was called upon to 
provide names and addresses of all who 
had made statements against the recrea­ 
tion director. So exhaustive were the de­ 
mands — legal demands — of the man’s 
attorney, that the water district backed 
down, the water district permitted the 
man to resign without predjudice so he 
could seek another job elsewhere. 


SHORT T A K E S : The r e c e n t 
earthquakes in Hawaii and the Aleutian 
Islands brought some scientific ter­ 
minology to the fore as never before. An 
employe of San Luis Obispo Harbor 
Department used an odd-sounding word 
to describe what news media was call­ 
ing, “ tidal waves."
